SUICIDE ODDITIES. 


figures offer plenty of provoca- 
tien for thought. 

From a general summary, we 
, learn the surprising fact that the 
most people kill themselves in 
the merry month of June and the 
fewest in the cold and gloomy 
month of January. Also that 
there are far more suicides in the 
new, fresh, hopeful West than in 
the effete and presumably des- 
: pairing East. The most suicidal 
’ state in the union—you’d never 
suspect ’it—is California, this 
paradise where the sun always 
shines. and every man is suppos- 
ed to have a chance. 

The bad howing of California 
in this particular is almost in- 
: 2° eredible. San Franciseo, Saera- 
mento and San Diego have the 
highest suicide rate of the 100 
ae cities investigated. In San Diego 

’ 63.3 people kill themselves in a 
year per 100,000 population. In 
contrast, we have such rates as 
_./ 92 for Trenton, N. J., 54 for Au- 
burn, N. Y., 4 for Augusta, Ga., 
and 3.1 for Holyoke, Mass. In 
the eastern and southern: statex 


most exactly half that of the Pa. 
cifie Coast states. 

There are other curious faets, 
Three times as many men kill 
themselves as women. Most male 
suicides occur in the life-decade 
from 45 to 55; most female sui. 
cides in the decade from 25 to 35. 
More people kill themselves in 
pleasure resorts than elsewhere. 

Sometimes a philosopher may 
rise to expain all these seeming 
contradictions. To the ordinary 
a martal they’re inexplicable.
